Roll of Honour is rescued 


A CHERISHED piece of Misterton’s 
past has been rescued from the rub¬ 
bish heap of history. 

A roll of honour naming 60 village 
men “Serving in His Majesty’s 
Forces” has been put on permanent 
public display after being discarded 
at the Crewkerne recycling centre. 

The two-foot list was lovingly in¬ 
scribed in copperplate script some¬ 
time during the Second World War. 

But no one locally has yet been 
able to identify who created it; where 
it has been for the last 65 years; and 
why it turned-up at the council rub¬ 
bish dump during the spring.

But it was spotted by one of the 
workers who then handed it to Dis¬ 
trict Councillor John Dyke, whose 
late father is one of the men named 
on the roll of honour. 

Councillor Dyke said: “For me, it 
was a trip down memory lane, look¬ 
ing at all those names. 

“I grew up in the village and knew 
most of the families. 

“The list is a part of Misterton’s 
history. But how it ended up at the 
recycling centre is a mystery. 


“I imagine it was in someone’s 
attic and then they died. 

“Whoever cleared out the house 
had no idea how important it was 
and took it to the dump.” 

The inscribed card has been 
slightly battered over the years, but 
Misterton resident Jeffrey White 
helped to restore and reframe it. 

And the roll of honour now hangs 
inside Misterton WI Hall.

MORE than 300 people traipsed 
around Crewkerne on Monday to 
enjoy private gardens specially 
opened to celebrate the Queen’s Di¬ 
amond Jubilee. 

The event also raised more than 
£1,500 for the Friends of Crewkerne 
Parish Church, which helps main¬ 
tain the fabric of the historic build¬ 
ing. 

Organisers were delighted with the
